PARIS, Sept. 2 “Ministers come 
and ministries go, but Georges Ley- 
gues goes on forever.” 

It was Afistide Briand who uttered 
this comment in making one of his 
perennial announcements of a new 
cabinet. And now that Briand is no 
longer premier, the remark is even 
more pertinent. Leygues continues 
as minister of marine. 

In a country where political pas 
sions run highest, Leygues has 
scarcely any enemies. He is so rich 
that nobody ever thinks of him as 
self-seeking. He is so charitable that 
nobody ever eaccusses him of mean 
ness. He is so good-natured, so much 
the bon viveur, that even his politica 
opponents are glad to number them- 
jselves among his friends. 

And he ie so discreet, is Leygues 
When France is burdened with debts 
and when, nevertheless, other cab- 
inet ministers ask huge appropria 
tions, Leygues pleases the deputies 
by the modesty of his demande 

He was born in 1858 in the depart 
ment of Lot-et-Garonne and has re 
presented that department in parlia 
ment for $1 years without a sing! 
defeat. He started out. in iife as a 
journalist. Then he switched over 
to the law. At 37 he had made money 
and imherited more, so he entered 
politics. At once he became a figure 
in the Chamber of Deputies. He has 
been vice-president of the Chamber 
and before the war had served 
|minister of education, of the interior 
and for the colonies.

led Leygues to head the navy Ir
